CHINA. OVERLAND TRADE “REPORT. 
THE MURDER OF BRITISH OFFIUERS 
ON THE YUNNAN BORDER. 
ee 
(Daily Press, 19th February.) 

THz news wired by our Shanghai corres- 
pondent, announcing the murder of .two 
British officers and the wounding of a third, 
on the Burma-Chinese border, is the most 
acrious and dastardly outrage of its kind 
since the murder of Maraary, under some- 
what similar cireums:ances, ‘Although ithe 
Chinese officials cannot be enid to bo -leli- 
berately guilty of the murder of the officers, 
ic they cannot he disassociated from it, 
fes¢rs.” Kippt& and Sutwertann were 
mentbers of the Burma Boundary Commis- 
sion, and for.sume time have been activel y 
engaged in surveying—when the Chinese 
officials in the districts thought fit to allow 
them to do so—the territory on the borders 
of Burma and Yunnan. From the very 
commencement the Chinese officials have 
personally placed every impediment in the 
way of these officérs and their aesocintes, 
and what is far worse they have deliberately 
encouraged the tribesmen to molest and im- 
pede ‘the commissioners: It is also well 
known that the Chinese officials, as in the 
case of Captain Deasy, have been secretly 
instructed in their work of obstruction with 
orders from th,ir government at Peking. 
A correspondent of the ltangoon Gazette, 
with the Burra Boundary Commission, 
writing on the 14th ult., refers to the trouble 
Mr. SurgerLANt was then experiencing at 
the hands of General Liv, They were then

We hear that Was have treacherous- 
ly murdered some inhabitants of Panthay set- 
tlemeut of Pang Lung (this isin our territory, 
Wuat are wa going do about it P) 
have threatened to altack our camps here 
aud to annihilate the Reserve Escort 
at Hopang. On the only occasion on which 
we have offered to visit ona of their vil- 
layes, they punctuated the path with something 
closely resembling full stops. So far we have 
progressed with only a shot or tow exchanged, 
and a few rocks rolled, but when we again come 
in contact with thesa hill folk lower down the 
frontier, it remains to be seen if the irksonia 
orderg we are under, on no account to fight, cau 
be carried out to the letter. ‘The map of tho 
frontier has to be made if its demarcation is to 
Le effective ; the Was will certainly oppose the 
entrance of surveyors to any part of their 
country; Chinese escorts are of as much raluc 
as a counterfeit coin. It therefore appears that 
the work of driving off interfering Was will 
be with us. It is open to question if this ca:. 
be done always without something very like 
what the Chinese call.-‘ battle fighting.”

Government by,proclamation, suys The Pekin 
and Tientsin Tomes, is still the order of day in 
Shantung. Goveruor Yuan hss issued two very 
stringent proclamations covering the case of 
this wild stale of aaarchy in Western Shantang. 
Tho oue states the case of Christianity as bein 
repeatedly cominended by [inperial Edict, an 
ax teing Cally as legitimate a dweller in Chine 
as tiv Buddhistiand Taoist religious. He bids 
the peope have regard for their fellows who 
follow these foreign re‘igions, and to find an 
immediate way to live in peace with them. 
The second proclamation deals with the insidi- 
vus Boxers’ Sodiety which he denounces in un- 
measured terms, referring to the history of Tao 
Kuang when these Yi Ho-chuan were extirpated 
root and brauch. This is all very well, as far as 
words cin wake for good. But the local offloials 
merely pass ona bundla of the proclamations to 
the village constables who very righteously su 
press the sume unless compelled to pos: them by 
some additioual external force. A new rdle has 
now been discovered. The officials of Ping 
Yuan and Bo Hysien having called the heads- 
man of cach township and baving issued the 
Governor's strict orders, domand that the 
whole country sign u bond to the effect that at 
peesent there are uo more Boxers, all having 
quietly dispersed.

of gambling from the Sport of Kings is almost. 
au impossibility, but in no part of the universe 
are monetary conditions sacrificed so freely for 
the love of it as in what is decidedly one of 
the very few British Colonies that oan boast of 
conducting all its sporting olubs on o basis 
absolutely devoid of professionalism. 

Under the careful guidance of those who 
jealously guard tho best interests of the colony 
and its people, all tha baneful influences 
identified with ordinary racing are guarded 
against, and the sport is as harmless ag it 
is healthful. Recognising this, every section 
of thy co-amanity sends its representatives to 
the gathering and the magnificent attendanoe 
of yesterday is therefore no cause for wonder.

ruling in oxchauge did not make any allowance 
for. Good will no doubt come ont of the expar- 
ionce of thé pst six months; it is not likely that 
banks will again place them-elves in sach a posi- 
tion that ony increase in the home value of 
money will turn au appirent profit into. actual 
loss. It fe be hoped that more suitable margins 


willbe mhintained in future than have ruled ia the 
past, and that n Bank of Mngland rate of 6 per 
cent. and a market rate of 6{ per cent. will 
not soon, be forgotten. We, in common with 
other eabtern binks, have recently gone back 
to the rate of interest of 4 per cent. for twelve 
mouths fixed deposits in London; the increased 
value of money and its prospects in the fatare 
making such a step necessary in our opinion, 
It will be noticed that on the 3lst December 
our sterling fixed deposits stood at £4,294,875 
against £3,313,626 on the 30th Jane, while our 
current jaccounts in gold showed a decrease of 
£873,711, same being caused by some of the 
Chinese} Government funds we had in carrent 
account [having been transferred to fixed depo- 
sit acconnt, otherwise the figares on the 3lst 
December would have resembled very closely 
those of |the previous half-year. Fixed depésitt - 
and curfent accounts in silver on the 3lst 
Decombbr were $2,519,394 more than they were 
on the |30th June; the inorease can only 
be accodated for by tho natured expansion of 
our pane which has resentiy been going on, . 
aided by the improved, and still improving, 
oredit of the Bank, Unr note circulation was 
$979,979 less on the 3ist December than it was 
at the close of the previous half-year. The 
process of withdrawing our notes in the Straits 
in favour of the Government circulation has so 
far toca slow one. It is evident that Ordin- 
ance Nd. 1 of 1899, which gives us power to 
issue ony amount of notes we may find necesear., 
against a deposit of coin, will have to be renew 
from year to yoar.

to Newchwang—tapping the great granary 
of Manchuria—already gives promise of de- 
veloping oa now and most important trade 
interest. ‘Tho avidity with which the ad- 
vantages of rapid communication and cheap 
trausport Lave beon seized upon ia Chihli augurs 
well far the future of railway enterprise in other 
provinces, indeed for all genuine progressive en- 
terprise, carrring with it undovbted benefits to 
the people of the country.

THe FUURTH CONGRESS OF CHAM. 
BERS OF COMMERCE OF 
THE EMPIRE. 


The following are the resolutions framed by 
the General Committee of the Hongkong 
Chamber of Commerce to be submitted for ap- 
proval to the Organising Committee of the 
above Congress, reference to which was made 
in the minutes of the last monthly meeting :— 

RESOLVED, 

1—That the manner in which the Inland 
Waters Navigation Regulations have been 
interpreted by the officials of the Chinese Gov- 
ernment being such as to render the right to 
run steamers on the West River and other 
Inland Waters, an almost valueless concession, 
the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs be 
asked td open special negotiations with the 
Chinese Gevernment in order to obtain a con- 
struction of these regulations more in accor- 
dance with the terms of the original agreement. 

2.—That the time has arrived when the 
tariff of rates for telegrams on all lines, land 
and submarine, should be materially reduced, 
and that representation to this effect »e made 
to Her Majesty's Government, the Interna- 
tional Telegraph Convention at Berne, and the 
telegraph companies conceried., 

8.—That in consequence of the rapid increase 
in the numbers, tonnage, ana speed of steamers 
empléyed in the trade, and the freqaent dis- 
covery in some tracks of sunken rocks not re- 
corded on existing charts, the fact should be 
brought to the notice of Her Majesty's Gov- 
eroment that it is necessury to have made, with 
as little delay as possible, a thoreagh re sarvey 
of the navigation channels and coast lines in 
Eastern Seas.

One of the latest specimens of marine architec- 
ture to arrive in this port is the Franz Ferdi- 
nand, belonging to the Austrian Lioyd’s Steam 
Navigation Company, and is at present lying at 
the wharf at Kowloon, near the ferry landing. 
She is a steel-built vessel, with a gross register- 
ed tonnage of 045 tons, 423 feet in length, 49 
feet in breadth, and was built at Trieste. Her 
commander is Captain G. Morovich, who has 
with him as chief officer Mr. P. Leva, the 
secoud mate being Mr. M. de Nardo. The ship 
carries a doctor und stewardess, and the crew 
all told number 71. The Franz Ferdinand is 
fitted with triple expansion engines, and her 
average speed during the voyaye to China was 
fourteen knots an hour.

Au Indian watchman residing in Centre Street

down P.C. Sullivan, who bound up the man’s 
injury and conveyed him to the Hospital. He 


was discharged last week, and in the meantime 
the police have been making enquires as to 
whether any of the man’s fricnds would look 
These friends, however, decline to 
have anything to do with him. When asked 
by the Inspector if they would take him io 
hand they shook their heads and, pointing up- 
wards, said, ‘“ God will look after him!” 

At the Magistracy on the 20th inst. an 
opium divan keeper named Ho Cheung and a 
coolie named Ho Fuk, employed at the Cosmo- 
politan Dook, were charged with stealing a 
pair of binoculars and a silver ash tray, the 
property of Captain Pauton, of the steamer 
Victoria. The Captain missed the articles 
from bis cabin on Monday afternoon. From 
information reeeived a Chinese detective ser- 
geant visited the bouse of the first prisoner and 
found the latter in the possession of the bino- 
culars, which he said he had bought from a 
coolie for $1.20.

A uumber of Tientsin 
people remained over from Lady Macdonald's 
bali to attend, andall say they wera well repaid 
for so doing. A “triple bill” programme was 
excellently rendered, and great credit is dua to 
Mr. Brent for the management of the entire 
programme. 

UR... Prince Waldemar of Denmark is be- 
ing well eutertained at Shanghai. On the 12th 
inst, he was to receive the Taotai, the Consular 
Body, and the Municipal Councillors, at the 
Danish Consulate, and in the evening he was to 
be entertained at dinner by the representative 
of the Great Northern <elegraph Company. 
On the 13th the Danish community was to give 
a féte at the Masonic Hall in his honour; on 
the 14th inst the Danish Acting Consul, Mr. 
N. Laptew, was to give a reception at the Coun- 
try Club; and in the evening the Prince was to 
banquet with the ‘Tanti. 

The Danish cruiser Vulkyrien visited Foo 
chow on the 4th inst. ‘T'he Captain, H. R. H. 
Prince Waldemar of Denmark, visited Foochow, 
accompanied by 16 officers, where a suitable re- 
ception awaited his landing. A detachment 
os the Viceroy's body-guard with their band es- 


_oorted him to the Russian Consulate, where he 


was to be the guest of Consul-Geners! and 


- Madame Popoff. H. Rk. H. made good use of 


his time during his stay in the port. He re- 
ceived and returned the visit of the Viceroy with 
whom he took tiffin. received the foreign con- 
suls, went over the Arsenal and exchanged culls 
with the Admiral of the Peiyang fl-et. On the 
afternoon of the 6th instant, His Royal High- 
ness Prince Waldemar of Denmark, accompan- 
ied by theConsul-General for Russia, visited in 
detail the Mamoi Arsenal and the newly built 
cruiser ien K Wei, launched last year. His 
Highness was shown over the Arsenal by Mon- 
sieur Doyere himself and by His Excellency 


. the Titiao Chen, specially deleguted by the 
Viceroy. His Highness seemed to be highly 


intercated by his visit, making the remark that 
he never expected to find at*Foochow such an 
important establishment and such extensive 
works:— Echo. 

. The Weihaiwei correspondent of the N.C. 
Daily News writes that the Chinese Regiment 
there hus recently appeared in its own uniform. 
Hitherto the men have worn blue cotton tunics 
with red sashes, with a black cotton for dress. 
Now they woara tunic and trousers, Chinese 
pattern, but without over drawers (fuo ku), of 
an iron-grey frieze with brass buttons, a row 
on either side of the chest, a red sash and o blue 
turban. Foot wear is not. yet to hand, but it is 
understood that the ordinary ammunition boot 
worn by Mr. Atkins at home, will be served out 
here. Putties of the same material as the rest 
of the uniform. it should be mentioned, are also 


_ Worn, and each man is furnished with an over- 


coat to match. ‘I'he men look well in their new 
rig out and appear in it more frequently when 
off parade than they used to do in the old make- 
shifts. Certainly they look much better than 
did the Japanese soldiers dressed after the 
European fashion Indeed, the Ist Chinese 
compares favourably in appearance with the 
Japanese infantry regiments ouce in garrison 
here. -Just at present many of the men are 
away. on leave varyiug from a fortnight to two 
months, and this week being New-Year week.
